tho part of the ofllcera in dun-go of one 
of tho trains. Apparently these officers 
readily inuk tlm risk of continuing be- 
yond ihe pi.'int vvlicro (hoy had been di- 
rected tn r.l' V ktiowiiig that at uny limo 
they might unit.'!, auuther fast train on 
tho tumiu truck. It will be noted that 
they \vor>! able to rrcap» by jumpiiiK «fi 
just bcforo the collision that killed 20 


The collision in Jllinois a few hours 


earlier between n limited express and n 
train of coal cars could not have taken 
place if these in chargo o£ the freight 
train had exercised ordinary care anil 
observed tho fundamental rules of tin 
service. Those ani ilin laiest iidditiona 
to an appalling list of blunders and iii- 
staucctt oE reckless di.sobcdicnco whicl; 
havo caused (.jroat IOHS of life since tin 
begimiiiif; of last summor, and this latest 
collision, followed by a firo thatluftonlj 
tho charred bodies of many victims \vli 
could not bo identified, is tho worst of 
all.

many railroad lines have been overtaxes 
by iifiiiddcn mid exceptional growth ol 
passenger traflic winch has £uttnd their 
poorly einiipped both as lo Iho safe 
guards which arc needed and llio en: 
ployeca required for 1 he work. It is prob 
ablo also that on sontu roads employees 
who were trustworthy under old eondi 
lions huvo become un trust worthy 
even reckless under tho strain of over 
work. But, whilo tho people generallj 
may bo interested in discussion oE tli 
underlying causes of such a series t 
dreadful events, they «ro more deenl; 
interested in suggestions as to the aetioi 
which can bo taken to prevent sucl 
carelessness and disregard for tho safi h 
oE posaengors, as have been shown thits 
year. 


Aro Iho penalties which a compan; 


may suffer heavy enough? Tho Joss o 
property in a collision is not an impor- 
tant loss for a great corporation. Tli 
conviction of n conductor, or an engineer 
or 11 train dispatcher on a. charge of man 
slaughter can exercise very littlo re 
straining influence upon tho coinpain 
that employed him. But if it were pos 
siblo to collect through the courls lar^j 
sums in damages for tho lives that arc 
lost tho companies would he much more 
careful both in Iho supervision of tlici 
employees and in tho establishment t 
block signals and other safeguards. 


For the 2(» lives sacrificed in Miehiga 


the relatives oE lh« victims can rcrovr 
from the company almost §130,000, n 
$5,000 for each life. If this limit, whicl 
is imposed by the laws in most of tin 
states, were removed, such terrible 
slaughter ns this would bo so exponsiv 
to a company that the establishment o 
approved safeguards would not he nog 
lectcd. and every possible effort to insure 
tho efficiency of train officers and th 
preservation of passengers' lives wouL 
bo made. Under present conditions a 
railroad company commonly suffers a 
much smaller loss in money when a pas 
seiiger is killed than when ono ia crip 
uled.—New York Times.

supply, nnd this will of necessity start 
the wheels of industry again and give 
employment to the thousands now desti- 
tute in almost every branch of industry. 


Fresno, like other portions of Cali- 


fornia, has suffered less from the pro- 
Tailing conditions of the past year than 
many 
localities. 
The 
hard 
times 


have 
been 
felt 
in 
the decreased 


consumption and consequent demand 
for her many products, but the essen- 
tials of life are so 
abundant here 


nnd the climate is so hospitable that 
there has been none of the actual desti- 
tution and sufTerins: so distressingly 
prevalent in some of the manufacturing 
centers of the East and the mining dis- 
tricts of the Xorthwc^t. 


Comparing the situation here with 


that of other localities, Fresno county 
has reason to be well satis tied with her 
present condition and future prospects. 
If the lessons learned by ihe experience 
of the past year are prolited by, as they 
doubtless will be, they will 
yo far 


toward? balancing tip tin1 account favor- 
ably. Jinny things of practical vnliif 
have been learned, and they arc already 
being applied ,iu a way which assure* 
good results. 


One of the most important of these 


lessons conveys the knowledge that di- 
versified farming will pay, while the 
farmer who pins his faith exclusively lo 
one product has far less likelihood of 
making a permanent success of his busi- 
ness. 
This knowledge ulone, intelli- 


gent]}' acted upon, will bring prosperity 
to many rural homes during !S',t4, and 
tho prosperity of the fanner means the 
prosperity of nil other brunches of busi- 
ness in this community. 


During the coming year there will be 


more pork, beef, poultry, butter and 
eggs and small fruits produced in Fresno 
county than during any previous year, 
and ptrangp us it may eeem a very largo 
part of these products will be required to 
supply the deficiency in the homo market. 
Living in the richest agricultural coun- 
try in the world, we have been steadily 
importing for domestic consumption tho 
most profitable products ol Uic farm and 
garden. Tlie tendency during the com- 
ing year will be to etop this drain of 
money and to retain nt home the profits 
from tho production of these necessities. 


With Improved general conditions by 


the time another crop is ready for mar- 
ket, the close of the present year will 
witness general prosperity in Fresno 
county, for with fair prii^s (T 
bet- 


products every harvest in Fresnc county 
brings its rich reward. 


The advance guard of a large immi- 


gratiuti is uitio beginning to arrive, and 
new people and new capital will con- 
tribute materially during the year to the 
development of 
important industries 


and the impro\ciuunt of local condi- 
tions.

Fresno county have reason to

and those less fortunate have every in- 
centive to find their way as quickly as 
possible to this garden epot, where smil- 
ing plenty attends the husbandman os 
certainly aa harvest follows seed time.

In spite of the drizzling rain yester- 


day afternoon about 400 people witnessed 
the great football game between the 
High School eleven and the Athlelics ut 
tlie ISelmont grounds. Had it not bcei 
for the rain the crowd would have been 
a very large one and there would have 
been many more ludies present. How- 
ever, a few of the fair admirers of the 
game attended and were by no meam 
the least enthusiastic in the throng, 
though they grew somewhat nervous 
when the playing became rough. 


The weather seemed to affect the Higli 


School team's friends most, and then 
colors—red, white and blue—were al- 
inogt lost amid the orange and black. 
Tim friends of the Athletics were out in 
full force nnd were loaded with entbusi 
asm of the noisiest description. 
They 


were well supplied with tin horns and 
other noise-producing contrivances and 
every good play of the Athletics was 
recognized with dcafeng din. The Ath- 
letics marched to the grounds with a 
band in the lead which made weird 
music. Major "Will Scott acted as drum 
major, though his sympathies were with 
the other team. 


The High School boys drove to the 


grounds in a coach. Though their ad- 
mirers were greatly in the minority, 
they did not lack encouragement and 
some of their brilliant plays drew ap- 
plause even from the backers of their 
opponents. 
It was not, of course, the 


best kind of a day for football. The ball 
was somewhat slippery from the wet 
and there was considerable fumbling, 
but otherwise the game was a finely 
played one.

The arms of tlio mountains in this lo- 


cality lio something in the shape of n V 
with the opening to the north, bounded 
by King's river, with Sequoia mills tit 
the bottom. 


The mills arc ten miles more or leas 


from the river. While the arms of the 
mountains nre covered with 
snow, 


Sampson Flat ;ind the inclosed lowlands 
were ut last accounts free of it. 
How- 


ever the heavy storm that prevailed 
yesterday must have covered the entire 
country with snow. 


Inclosed within these mountains are 


the cabins of Clark Moore, Crablree 
and Coffee, mid the rifle pit on Beer 
Spring gulch, while perched upon n 
slope of the western ridge is Jim 
Young's cabin, 3000 feet above, and a 
mile and n half distant from Mill creek. 


This country ig ragged, covered with 


underbrush, as well as tall timber and 
many and intricate are the hiding 
places. However, the posse is a de- 
termined one und their search will bo 
thorough.

search, and if the fugitives are found 
they will certainly be taken.
